How the Anrora is rornieu. 

The following theory is propoiindTtfl 
to account for the observed iuterrelalion 
of earth ennrenta, mognetio storms, au- 
rora and f-un 8in)ts. Pi(^fessor Aclains 
assumes the suu to be a magutt, and 
infers that changes in his magnetism 
affect the magnetism of the earth. Fur- 
ther, the suti and moon, by dra}j;^ing the 
atmosphere toward them na the earth 
revolves, may cause that fin'otion between 
air and earth, and also tliat evaiH>ration, 
which together may gt'iKiriUo the stipply 
of positive tlectrieity in the air ami neg- 
ative in the earth. "Ag.iin," he says, 
" these tides in the atmo.sphere will 
cause the mass of it to lag behind the 
revolving solid earth, and at a height of 
thirty or forty miles we have a layer of 
air which, for air, is a eomptiratively 
good conductor of ele<rtrieity. Here, 
then, we have, not a lagging of the mag- 
net b.'hind the, conibirfor, Imt a lii;j;.;iiig 
of the conductor behind the mtiguet, 
and beuoe, aooording to the laws of Far- 
aday, we ma^ expect a current or a 
gradtial heaping u]) of eU'ctricity* in the 
air in the «ipposite directiou to the 
earth's crust." Thus, the rognlar tidal- 
wav< s in the almosphen^ wotild cause 
the gradual tninsfer of positive elec- 
tricity from th«' poles toward the equa- 
tor, either as u eiirront or a mass oi- air 
stati ally chaiged. "When the air is 
charged up to discharging point we may 
get the sudden disoharges, such as the 
auror.i in the air aud the earth ciiiTent 
in the earth ; and since the conducting 
layer of air aiiproaehes nearer to the 
eaith in tiieeolder polar regions, posd* 
bly within twenty miles of the earth's 
surface it may be found that the dis- 
charge of the aurora may even take 
place from earth to air by gradu;d, slow 
discharge, aided, as it may be, by the 
state of moisture of the air, aud bv 
change of tetuperataie and other causes. '
